French and American troops smashing into the Ger­ 
man positions in the Champagne have enforced an enemy 
withdrawal in the hilly country northeast of the Suippe 
river. 
Quieter in the No rth. 
West of the Argonne and northwest of Rheims there 
has been heavy fighting to the advantage of the allies. On 
the northern sector the fighting apparently has quieted 
down for the moment. Extending their lines northward 
over the height of Mont Blanc and Medeah farm the 
Yench and Americans have placed the Germans in the 
^astern part of the hilly country about Moronvilliers in a 
dangerous position. 
To prevent being outflanked they 
must retire to the river Arnes. West of the Suippe the 
French are moving toward the heights of Moronvilliers. 
Must Giv e Up Sa lient. 
-— 
Between the Suippe and Rheims and to the west the 
Germans are still holding a deep salient and the indica­ 
tions are that the enemy will retire from it now that it has 
given away on its east flank. The German positions are 
being further endangered by the French attack north­ 
west of Rheims. 
General Bertelot is attacking the German positions 
along the Aisne canal with great vigor. Already his forc­ 
es have crossed the canal at several points and have reach­ 
ed the outskirts of Bermericourt, north of Rheims and 
west of the canal. Beyond the canal there is fairly open 
country. 
During the last five days General Bertelot has taken 
2,500 prisoners and 91 guns. 
West of the Argonne the Germans are fighting des­ 
perately to stay the advance of General Gouraud’s forces 
toward their important communication 
lines. 
Heavy 
counter attacks were flung against the French south of 
Monthois but to no avail. 
Ya nks Driv e a t Kreimhild Line. 
To the east, after taking important positions from the 
Germans, the Americans are pressing northward to the 
Kreimhild defense system. The German defense is most 
stubborn, particularly on the right, but in the center and 
on the left the Americans are successfully following up 
their earlier gains. 
In the region north of St. Quentin the British and 
French continue their vigorous pressure after the cap­ 
ture of important points from the Germans during the 
past five days. 
rAound Beaurcourt and Le Cateiet the British are 
moving forward for substantial gains while near Chardon- 
Vert the French have taken an important high point. On 
Friday the British and French took 1,200 prisoners in 
this region 
West of Lille the Germans continue their withdrawal 
movement, but apparently not as speedily as during the 
first two days. 
The allied troops are reported to be four miles from 
this important fortress, where the British advanced to­ 
ward Lille from the west. The British and Belgians in 
Flanders are widening the salient east of Ypres and fur­ 
ther menacing the German positions in Flanders south of 
the Scarpe. 
The reorganization of the German cabinet continues, 
with the appointment of Dr. Solfs, colonial minister for 
secretary, and Mathias Erzberger, centrist, and 
Herr 
Bauer, socialist, also have been given portfolios. All three 
have been known as moderates. Erzberger is famous for 
his “no annexations and no indemnities” resolution which 
passed the Reichstag in July, 1917. In his peace efforts he 
had the support of the pacifist element in Vienna.

Occasionally a remark of this kind 
Is heard: 
"I do not liv e on the pro­ 
posed state bond roads and therefore 
will nev er get any benefit from them 
—the system Is not properly laid out 
ro accommodate the farmers and I 
shall v ote against It.” 
The bond Issue system 1s not to be 
the end of road building in Illinois, 
but is simply the beginning. It is the 
framework upon which we will build a 
state system of roads that will reach 
to nil towns and neighborhoods. But 
we must build the framework first. It 
was not laid out with reference to 
county or township boundaries, but 
rather with the Idea of connecting cen­ 
ters 
of 
population 
and 
marketing 
points for farm and factory products. 
That the great proportion of the traf­ 
fic originates In these centers of popu­ 
lation and trav els from one center to 
another is shown by a traffic census 
taken iu 19 18 by the state highway de­ 
partment of Iowa in co-operation with 
tin* Iowa State college. 
This census cov ered 17 stations In 
17 counties and shows that 65 per cent 
of all highway traffic originates in the 
town and returns to the town—O1^ per 
cent is tourist traffic through the state 
while “S34 per cent is farm traffic that 
Is originating on the farm and return­ 
ing to ihe farm. 
Of the 65 per cent 
originating in the towns, 47 per cent 
was from town to town; adding to 
I his the through or tourist traffic of 
6 Vi per cent, we hav e 53V& per cent of 
tin* total traffic following the main 
roads from town to town. 
This con­ 
firms the correctness of the action of 
our legislature in connecting centers 
of population when laying out this sys­ 
tem of bond issue roads. 
From the foregoing there can bo no 
doubt that the bond issue system cov ­ 
ering as it does the majority of the 
main trav eling roads of the state will 
take care of from 40 to 50 per cent of 
the entire highway traffic of Illinois. 
Granting that we cannot Improv e all 
of the roads at the same time, it is ap­ 
parent that we should begin with those 
receiv ing the greatest traffic and let 
the others follow in the order of their 
importance; that is, we should not im­ 
prov e the secondary roads before the 
main roads any more than a railroad 
•ompnny would build the “feeders” be­ 
fore It com ructed the “main line.” 
On the basis of eq uity, no one cuu 
dispute the proposition that the main 
roads should he improv ed first and be­ 
yond q uestion they will be improv ed 
first; hence the sooner they are pro­ 
v ided for the sooner we can turn our 
attention to the less Important road*. 
If, therefore, we shall approv e of 
the bond issue for improv ing this sys­ 
tem of main roods, we will then be at 
liberty to take up the q uestion of these 
roads that connect with the bond sys­ 
tem. 
If you liv e off from the bond 
system, help put it ov er in order that 
you may tin* sooner hav e an improv ed 
road to your town or farm. 
Do not think, howev er, that the in­ 
terests of those people liv ing off this 
bond issue system of roads hav e been 
ov erlooked or neglected. 
The fact is 
that the plan prov ides that all surplus 
collected from automobile fees abov e 
the amount req uired for the payment 
of the bonds and Interest and taking 
care of the maintenance of the roads, 
shall be used in improv ing these roads 
leading out from the system. 
The 
amount av ailable should av erage near­ 
ly $2,000,000 annually and will be allot­ 
ted to the counties under the state aid 
plan. 
This means that the counties will 
prov ide an eq ual amount, making a 
total of approximately $4,000,000 an­ 
nually for 25 years or an aggregate of 
$100,000,000. 
In addition, the care of 
the bond system roads and the state 
aid system roads, as fast as improv ed, 
will be taken off from the bands of the 
township highway commissioner and 
the townsltfp road and bridge fund, 
amounting to more than $8,000,000 an­ 
nually, will all be av ailable for use 
upon those connecting roads. You will, 
therefore, see that included in the 
bond issue plan is a v ery large sum for 
constructing these roads that are not 
a part of the bond issue system. 
It is apparent, therefore, that you 
will help yourself and help your neigh­ 
bor to get a good road by supporting 
the bond issue ev en though you do not 
happen to reside 
along 
that system.

Hi) .4 HSOvillt III 1'rfH.S 
Tour, Central France.- The Amer­ 
ican army in Europe could be fed 
and clothed and all its creature com 
l'orts looked after for three months 
if not another pound of supplies was 
secured. 
This was 
the 
statement 
made here by officers of the army 
quartermaster's 
department 
which 
directs this mammoth work of sup­ 
plies. 
It giv es an Idea of the v ast stock of 
reserv e 
resources 
stored 
in 
the 
miles of warehouses stretching from 
Ihe coast inland to the fighting line, 
"and it is a comforting assurance, too. 
that this huge reserv e will be kept up 
through the coining winter period so 
that the American soldier’s warmth. 
;ts well its his food and clothing, will 
1m* fully looked after. 
It is a huge undertaking to feed a 
million men ev en for a single dav ­ 
it million men scattered to a thous­ 
and points, in trenches, on battle­ 
fields and camps, along 300 miles of 
front and for it depth of 500 miles. 
And 
w h e n are added 
housing 
and 
clothing, and the period is extended 
through the winter months* of cold 
nnd lrost, with the prospect that an­ 
other million or two men may be 
headed this way before long 
with 
these elements one gets some idea of 
tin magnitude of the supply problem 
for it million or more men. 
Here at the center of the system, 
where the receipts are regulated and 
the distribution made, there was an 
opportunity of learning some of the 
details of how the system operates. 
In the food branch alone, it takes 
ov er four million pounds of food ev ­ 
ery day to feed the army. 
This pro­ 
digious daily consumption of food 
embraces a million pounds of flour 
baked into a million 
pounds 
of 
bread ev ery day. 87 5,000 pounds of 
lresb beet. 875,000 pounds of po­ 
tatoes, 200,000 pounds of sugar and 
125.nun pounds of tomatoes. 
The 
pepper and salt for a single day is 
12.500 pounds. 
Army coffee is roasted at the rate 
of 70,000 pounds a day. and it takes 
20,000 pounds of solidified alcohol 
to cook this coffee 
through 
the 
month. 
The beef is the bulkiest product 
used each day, and occupied a daily 
space of 15.0H0 cubic feet, or about 
the dimensions of a business block, 
of solid meat 
Flour comes next, re­ 
quiring 
2 5 *0 0 0 cubic feel ot daily 
space, and potatoes about the same. 


These are only a 
few of the main 
items 
Hut the list runs all through 
the many requirenfents of the ov er 
! sea army rations, with v ast quanti­ 
ties in each case. 
Here are some of 
the other daily items:

000 pounds, rice 50,000 pounds, on 
ions

pounds,

j fruit 70,000 pounds,

Tht ¿ so. being included in the ov er- 
sea ration, ev eryone of the million 
men is entitled to his full allowance 
¡and it must go forward 
to 
him 
: wherev er he is. 
So that besides the 
v ast daily stock there is the ques-, 
tion of unfailing daily deliv ery, first 
by railways and camion trains, and 
then to the indiv idual soldier. 
Often on the field or in the trench­ 
es he is supplied from marmites. or 
huge thermos bottles carrying hot 
food for eight men, and often, too, the 
deliv ery in the trenches is by the 
Yukon pack used in Alaska and by 
the Hudson Bay v oyageurs and In- 
j dians. 
Besides this four million pounds 
j of food mov ing forward daily to the 
j troops, each man carries with him 
two days emergency 
rations, 
fiv e 
pounds to the man, or an additional 
fiv e million pounds of food for an 
army of a million men. 
Of the emer­ 
gency 
ration, carried on the 
ba ck, 
there is outstanding ev ery day two 
million pounds of corned beef and two 
million pounds of hardtack, 300,00b 
pounds of sugar, 62,500 pounds of 
coffee. 20,000 pounds of salt and 
500,Ouo pounds of solidified alcohol! 
for heating and .cooking while on 
march.

SHORTHORN COWS MADE FINE SHOWING 
By Ha rry L. Little, Ev a nsv ille, \ \ is,, in T h e Shorthorn in America . 


The Rock County (\Yis.) Cow Testing Association 
was organized and started Dec. 1 last. There are 21 
herds and 
2,45 cows. 
Four of the herds are pure­ 
bred and grade Shorthorns; the rest of the herds are 
of the dairy strains, both pure-bred and grades. 
In the tester’s reports all the cows that hav e made 
40 pounds or more of butter fat are giv en. The re­ 
port for February has not yet been giv en out. In the 
December report there were eight cows in the 40 
pound or more class. Three of them were pure-bred 
Shorthorns and one grade. 
In the January report there were 21 cows in this 
class, 6 pure-bred and 2 grade Shorthorns, this mak­ 


ing 14 of the 29, or nearly one-half of the monthly 
records of ov er 40 pounds of fat were made by Short­ 
horn cows, and less than one-fifth of the herds in the 
association are of that breed. 
For sev eral years many farmers of this section 
hov e been using special dairy blood in their herds, 
and cows of dairy breeding hav e commanded a good 
premium ov er the grade Shorthorn, but they hav e 
found that under general farm conditions this class 
of cows do not milk any more, if as much, as the 
dual-purpose Shorthorn. And as feeders the calv es 
from the grade dairy cow are an expensiv e luxury. 
There is a strong tendency to get back to the Short­ 


horns, and cows of this class hav e been selling high 
at the spring auction sales. The demand for pure­ 
bred Shorthorns of prov en milking qualities is far in 
excess of the supply, and at prices more than twice as 
high as was thought of two years ago.

prices but that they were tlo* get of 680 a ires. 
It is the general as­ 
sumption that only a few hulls in any breed gain sufficient popularity 
*r are prepotent enough to sire animals that sell for high v alue. 
Within th« * Shorthorn breed are 680 bulls that hav e sired 1,282 an­ 
imals go« *« l enough to com maud this remarkable range ot prices.”

“There Is a logical unity between 
boih these ideas and the Liberty loan.
